| O you who ave the re-preſentine body of England, and the Epk« 
| | tomie and Compendium of this great Volume of our Eftate; 
| To-you who are aſſummoned by our King, and ſent wp by onr 
| Country, te obay the firſt with your beſt Fidelities, to ſerue the 
ſecond with your chiefeſt Zeale andendenonrs, and to affett and honour © 
.both, with your moſt religions Prayers and wiſhes. To you from whons 
' God for his glory, our Soutraigne for his hanonuy and ſafety, and our 
Church and Common-weale for their flouriſhing well-fare and proſperity, 
dee expett much by your tranſcendent and. honourable imployments : To- 
you T ſay, and tonoother, doe I preſent this Conſultation (termed Vox 
Coli) ts your confideration,and dedicate it to your proteition . 
e And becauſe ( m point of integritie and duty ) 1 hold my ſelfe bound 
to bring th: trmth neerer to your knowledge , or rather hone to your 
ety 7 ondere- 


monderſtanaing ; May it pleaſe ybu to be informed, that about ſome three 
yeares ſince, at the firſt fitting of the laſt bigh Court of Parliament, 
when eur Kmg was ſs earneſt in propoſing the match of our Noble Prince 
his Sonre, with the Iafanta of Spaine ; When the King of Spaine cou- 
lourably preſented { though not really intended » to be drepely affeted to 
entertaine and embrace the ſaid mation ; When (oum Gondomar (his 
eAmbaſſador ) made ſhew to be a zealous ſolicitour, and a moſt attine 
and officious ftuckler for compaſſing and finiſhing it ; When our Romiſh 
Cathol:iques became paſſionately, and mſultingly confident of the free 
tollerailon of their Reltg1on, ard in the shie-reaching mountaines of their 
ambitions and ſuperſtitious hopes, were already preparing to ere(t their 
Groxes and Altars, to ſet vp their Idols and Images, and conſequently 
to introduce their Pope and his CMaſſe in the Temples of our God; when 
all Priſons were vulecked and oper: to all pernitions Pricits and dange= 
r0us leſuites, and that many others Ike ( Caterpillers and Vipers ) came 
flocking and fwarmimg from diners parts of Europe, to poiſon and eate 
oat the ſoules of our people, with their Idolatrous deftrine of Antichriſt, 
ard ro with-draw their hearts and conſciences from their eAlleagiance 
and Fidelitie, to thrir natural Prince and Countrey, purpoſely ( with 
90s treachery then Religion ) to ſubiett rhem to a forraigne power and 
mriſdiflion. When the Empereur had beaten the King of Bohemia 
from Prague, and the Duke of Bauaria with the aſſiſtance of the Swords, 
Souldter s, and Treaſure of the King of Spaine, had in a ſetledtruce aſs 
faulted and tahen many Townes tn the Palatinate, contrary ts their pro- 
miſes toour King, andof his Mneſties ro the Prince his Sonne in Law, 
ard contrary to the publugue peace of Germany end Chriſtendome. Then, 
then it was, ( that to pull off the Make of Spaines ambition and ma» 
lice, who with the fire of this match, ſought to ſet England all flaming 
in a mournfull and miſerable combn/tun ) thereby to bury her glory in the 
duſt, and ber ſafety in the cinders of her ſubuerſion and ruines that as 
Prometheus ferch'd fire from heanen, ſo the fire of my zeale to the good 

of my Prince and Country, tkewiſe fetch'd from thence this Royall con- 

fultation for the diſconery of our apparant aud imminent dangers, and 

in knowing them, to know lthewiſe how to prexent them; Which re 
ſolumg to make publique ; bcanſe it ſolely texded to Englands pub- 
tique glory and proſperitte + I contrary to my expefFation ( but not to 


ny feares, ) ſaw my hopes nit in their bloſſoms, and my deſires ſtifled in 
lofty, 
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their births, b:cauſe the Seas of our Kings affettion to Spaine went {0 _ 
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bofrie, and rhe windes were ſotemveſtions , that it could wot poſſibly be 


permitted topaſſe the Pikes of the Preſſe : when albett my ztale and fi- 
aclity aoaine and again infuſed new audacitic aud conrage to my reſolu- 
tions , to ſee ut receme the licht ,yet it was impoſible for mecor it , to bee 
made [o happy, b:canſe I ſawe Allureds honeſt letter, Scots /oyall Vox 
Populy,D. Whiting, D. Eucrard, 4d Claytons zealous Sermons, and 
#thers, ſuppreſſed and ſilenced, as alſs Wards faithtmll pifture , which 
Jet was ſo innicent, as it onely breathed foorth his fidelity to England in f- 
lent Rethorique, and dumbe eloquence. Wherevpon mforced to take a laws 

from the 1n:4uitie of the time , (with much reluCtation and more preife ) 1 

huſhed vp my (aidConſultations in filence,c3 becauſe I could not ſerue my 

Prince and GCountrie in that Booke of mine : 1 therfore then renewed my 

/iant reſolution and zeale to ſerme them in my moſt feruent prayers, 

and my moſt religions and zealous wiſhes , the which 1 hane ener ſince 

fatibfully and conſtantly performed. 

Sitting thus to behold the conſtant inconſtancie of the World , IWhich» 
preſents as many different accidents to our knowledge , as obietts to our 
eye; and being lealons , Vigelant , and attentine , to that which did , or - 
which might any way appertaine to my Soucraigne and his Priacely po- 
Peritie, to his Domsintons and Subicits;l was enforced to ſce(O that þ 
had bene ſo happie , as not to hane feene) the perfidions progreſſe of 
Spaines zow trecheries , and vſurpation upon many countri:s of Eu-- 
rope; for firſt his Cenſen Leopaldus hath dreuwoured the Dntchy of 
Cleaues ard Iulleirs; then hard his forces hane taken many other free 
Townes, and whole Biſhoprickes in the Countries of Luxembourg,and La: 
Marke, 44 alſo in the frontters of Swiflerland and Loraine; Then he 
and his fattor the Duke of Bauaria (for him) hath finiſhed his abſolute 
Conqueſt of the Pallatinate (that dainty, rich and fertile Proumce of 
Germany) the dowry of our onely Princeſſe , the mheritance of the 
Prince her Huſband, and the Patrimonie of their Rojall ifſue , wherein 
the hononr of our King , aud his three famous Kingdomes , ace moſt eas- 
treamely ſuffer . 

T faw him conquer the cheifeſt Cities , Forts, and Paſſages of the Gri- 
fons, andhath brought their liberties and lines tatheir laſt gaſpe and 
periode; yea , tothe mercileſſe mercy of his not generons but bloody ſword; 
which bemg wnder the protefiinn of the French King , doth likewiſe 
caſt a wonderfull ftayue and 6lemiſh on the luſtre of his honour and 
(rowne, if he ſpeedily rake no? his renenge thereof ; by leaning theſe 
his honeſt Confederates as free as he fomsd them, and as great Henry -- 
Father: 


Father left rvem. And after the Triumphes and treacherons progriſ= © 
fron of the houſe of Auſtria iv Germany. The King of Spaine hath now 
made a bedy of his, and the Imperiall forces , and this Summer intends 
ro play his bloody prize for the totall ruine and ſubuertion of the Nether- 
lands, who (to the eye if the world, and to humain: indgement ) muſt 
ſhortly ſenke if the two Kings of great Britains and France doe not make 
them ſwim ; by ſpeedily ſending them brane ſuccours and aſſiftance in this 
their urgent neceſſity. 

And wherevnto tends all this treacherous ambition, and formidable 
oſtrpation ard greatnes of the King of Spaine , but to cut out apaſſage 
with his ſword, and tomake his troopes & Regiments fly ore the eAlpes, 
for his erefting and obtaining of the Weſterne Empire : «And whereunts 
tends it I ſay, but to make bis territories and Dommions to encirculize 
great Britraine ard France, yeato be their Cloyſter , and to make and 
efteeme thoſe two famous CMonarchies, but oncly as & fatall Chnrch-yard 
70 bnrie and interre themſelnes . 

' But Illuftrious and generons Sirs , is this all the malice and treacheris 
which Spainc hath offered towards England ; O no, nothing leſſe , for 
»por that Iowrnie (which was as dangerous as ſuddaine ) of our Prince 
3nto Spaine (then whome the world bath net a braner : ) Hath not the 
Xing of Spaine dealt treacherouſly with him: about*his match with the 
Infanta his Sifter , yea hane they not in his Princely perſon, violcted the 
Lawes of Hoſpitality , and the Po of Princes (when being une 
der bis owne roofe ) by attempting to tye him to formes , which were dia- 
wetrally oppoſite to his honoar; yea ,to be ſo audatiouſly impudent, as with 
much violency and virulency to ſeeke to put arape vpon his Conſcience, 
ard Religion , and proffered inforcement of his Conuerſion to Popery ; 
as if their Infanta had bin to him more pretions then his ſoule , or that he 
had bin ſo wretchedly grounded and wſtruited in = that bis Highneſſe 
world haue forſaken bis God, perpoſe's to haue obayed & adored the King 
of Spaine , who is not, nor cannot be a greater Kmy then be ts a Prince, 

And to ftepyet a degree further ; was it not a hcll;ſh pollicy , and 4 
diabolicall deſigne and =; Pala of the Counſell of Spaine , to adniſe ony 
Prince wpon his returne into England , 10 warre vpon the Proteſtants, 
ard to profſer him au Army to [wuppreſſe and extermmate them. The Pro. 
teſtants , 1 ſay, who arethoſe by whome our King his Father raingeth, 
and without whom his Maieity can neuer - ſubjeft nor ravne ; nor his 
Highneſſe ſuceſſmely aſpire, or hope to aſpire to his Crownes and King- 


domes 
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Jomit after bins, fb they ave the life, the vigaw, the bedrt; and the 


ſonle thereof And'well our King, and our Prince, our Parliaments, 
ard our Proteftants of England, then exer forget this inueterate rage, 
and infernall malice of Spaine againſt thems ? as alſo the reſt of their im1« 
peri01u4 andinſulting cariage towards his Highneſſe, and towards Great 
Brittaine, as if they priz'd is at ſo low a rate, and made their boundleſſe 
ambition ſs exceſſinely ower-valew their owne Spaine ? that that were tn 
the Criſis of her weakeneſſe and miſery,and this in the prime aud verti= 
call point of her power and glory ? And when his Highneſſe preſſed them 
for the reſtuntion of the Pallatinate, which they had oftew promiſed ts the 
King his Father, then they temporiz.ed ſo cuxningly, and ſubtllized ſo 
Srecheroufly with hims, that emery dy brought forth new delayes and dif- 
foculties,till m the end they had made the cure worſe then the diſeaſe, and 
baning taken firme footing therew,were enforced to unuaile and unmask. 
their diſſimulation, and faintly and coldly to affirme, that they would 
Treat with the Emperansr for the reſtitation thereof but could not promiſe 


it : Thuchaxing abuſed, firft our King the Father, and then our Prmte 
the Sonne, they bane now likewiſe betrayed and rained onr Princeſſe the 
| Daughter in their finall Conqueſt, and reſolute detention of the Prince 


ber Husbands Palatinate,that Princeſſe 1 ſay,whoſe Royall and ſublime 
.vertues, make her the honour of ber time, the ornament of her ſexe,and 


the Phanix Printeſſe of the world. wWhereunto adding the abſolute 


breach of the Match long ſince prophetically delacerated, and caſt in 
Heaxen by the Princely and Reyall e Authors of this (onſultation, and 


ſince the ſame breach here on Earth likewiſe ſo happily confirmed by the 


King ,as alſo by the Prince : ſo all theſe premifſes conſidered, hath not En- 


gland reaſon to hate Spaine, ## regard Spaine hatesgt ? eſpecially be- 


cauſe of theſe two maine enſuing points, and emportant conſiderations? 
Firſt, for that the King of Spaine is a greater, and more profeſſed 
Enemy to our ſacred King, and his Rojall poſteritie, then either the Em< 
. perour, or Duke of Bauaria, aud ts to be held and eſteemed of vs. 
Secondly, that therefore to denonnce Warre to him, and to make it 
- good as ſoone as it 55 denounced, is as Honourable as neceſſary, and as 
uſt 25 hononrable for England ; e1swpou New-yeares day laſt [ made 
theſe two paints apparant and manifeſt to the King ; in my Diſcourſe 
intituled Votuz Angliz , which 1 ſext bis Maicſtte m the behalfe and 
fanour of the Prince Palatine his Sonne inlaw, for the reftoratiowef 
his Palatinate. WIS

 ritie, and conſequently the eminent dauger wheremnto our profound ſecu- 
ritie hath throwne and precipitated vs m particular ; and vnderſtanain 
likewiſe how the ſaid King of Spaine with Xerxes, threatens the Seas 


and c Monnaines of Europe in generall ; Bemg as well in heart as - 


tongue an Engliſhman, and therefore knowing by Grate, what I owe by 


| Nature to my Naturall Prince and Counrey (like Crefſus his dumbe 


Sonne) 1 wenld not, 1 could not be filent thereat , but muff expoſe 
the Conſultation of Vox Cali to the light and fight of the world : 1 


. mean to the light of your knowledge , and the fight of your conſidera- 
tion, wnder the ſecure Target, and ſafe ſhelter and Sanctuary of your - 
_ Kſpiciorus protection. | 
To yon therefore great Brittaines greateſt Palladines and Cham - 
| pions, to you the nuincible Bulwarke of our King and bus Royall Proge 


ny, aud the inexpugnable Cittadel and Acrocorinth of our Eſtate: To 


. you Þ ſay the Conſcript Fathers of our ſupreameſt Senate ; doth it in 


dutre preſent ut ſelfe, and in hmilitie proſtrate it ſelfe ; which whon 


. your firſt teaſtere hath enrionſly read, and your beit z:ale carefully and 


maturely conſidered : Then by all that true Engliſh bloud which ſtrea- 
meth in your heart and veyues,by all the lone whic » your Countrie beaves 
you, aud by all the dutic and affeft:0n which reciprocally you owe to your 
(onntry : I both requeſt and contre you, To tell our King that it 15 n0- 
thing for his Maieſtie to haue made 4 brane and generous Declaration 
of Warres againſt Spaine, except hee ſpreasly ſecond it with execation, 
without which it will prone a veine Fantalma, and an abortiue Embrion: 
Tell hing, that 4 were the laſt Afls of Auguſtus, which embelliſhed 
his raigne, and that old Pericles made the greatneſſe of his generofitie 
ard courage, to renine and flouriſh on his Tombe, when hee cauſed the 
Athenians 7s warre vpen the Pelloponeſſians : Tell hin that Philo- 
pzmenus affirmeth, that Peace the beſt time to meditate of warre. 
Tell bins that to tranſport Warre into Spaine, 6 to auode and prenent it 
& England, 4s Hannibal ſa:dto King Antiochus, that the-only way to 
wake warre againſt the Remanes, was to begin it in the heart and bo- 
wels ef the Dominion: of Rome, and ſo to vanquiſh Italy by Italy. 
Tell hins that Plutarch affirwmres there 1110 ation ſs rojall or magnife- 
cont 4 King, us to take Armes to aſſilt and reuenge his (onfede- 
rates vninſtly oppreſſed and ruined, ,wch more his one Royall _—_— 
av 
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#1d that if the Palatinate be too farre, that Manders a»vd Brabant, "xe 
but the thirts and Suburbs ro England. Tell him that Agefilausſaid,thar 
words are feminine, and deeds maſculine , and that it is a great point of 
honour, diſcretion, and happines for a Prince, to giue the firſt blowe to 
his Enimies. Tel hims that Spaniards hate vs ; why then ſhould we lone 
them ? that we can beat them at our pleaſures, why then ſhould we feare 
them ? Tell him that if it goe not well with Holland , it muſt needs goes 
:lwith England ; and that sf wee doe not prexent their ruine , that wee 


: Cannot ſechre our owne danger. Tet bim that in matters of warre, it is 


dangerous to make a ſtand, ſhamefullto retire , and glorious to aduance. 
Tell him that Philip of Spaine is of Pyrthus bis minde, who ſaid, that 
haning dewowred and conquered all Europe , he would end bis dayes in 
collity ard pleaſure in Macedonia. And therefore that it is time,yea high 
rime to ſtrike vp our Drums againſt bins, aſwell becauſe our ſaftie, as 
our bonour inxites vs to it. : 
And now turning from his Maieflie, to you the Illuſtrious and famons 
body of this great ard famous Court of Parliament (whereof the King 
is the head) to you , I ſay, who are the creame and flower of his Subietts: 


'O hold it no diſparagement thaT tell you; that ſth in all matters of 


Order , Policie and reformation, that delayes and protrattions proue 

fill dangerous, many times fatall : That yow beware leaſt as your (on- 
ſultations flie away with the time ; T hat occaſion and epertunitie flie not 
away with your Conſultations, fith time muſt be taken by his forelocke, 
wad then as Tulius Czar ſaieth , we hane winde and tide with vs. 

Thinke what a happines, what 4 gloric it 15 for England to hawe wars 
with Spaine, fith Spaine in the Leth 1rgie of our peace, hath very neere 
v1dermined our ſafetie, and ſubuerted onr glory ; Andlet vs disþellthoſe 
charmes of ſecuritie, wherein England hath beene too long lul'dand en- 
chanted aſleepe : «And if feare &\[puſillanimine,yet offer to ſhut your eyes 
againſt our ſafzrie,yet let our reſolution and conrage open them to the im- 
mency of our danger; that our glory may ſurmount our ſhame, and our 
ſwords cut thoſe tongues and pennes in pieces , which henceforth dare ei- 
ther to ſpeake of peace, or write of truce with Spaine, 

No, ns ; to take the length of Spaines foote aright we mmſt doe it with 
or ſwords,not with our necks,for the firſt will aſſuredly eſtablyh our ſafe= 
ry, and the ſecond mfalby ruines it. Wars, Wars, then ye (with cheere- 
full hearts and joyful! ſoules ) let vs prepare our ſelues for Warrs *: That 

er great Brittame ( the beantie of Europe as Europe 4s the gloryof the 
B 2 . world) 
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world.) lie us longer expoſed to the apparant danger, aud merciles meer=. 

&y of this Caſtilian Rat , of this Crocodile of Italy , of this vulture of 
Germany , ad af this woolfe of Ardena ; but let vs all ignaliz our fi- 
delities to our Soneraigne by our courage , andimmortaliz.our zeal: to 
eur Country by our valour and reſoluttons herem: That we may all be of 
Alcibiades his opinion, that the bed of honoxr is the beſt death, that 
there is no better recompence of death then glory,nor no richer glory thew 
t0 dye for our Prince and Conniry, 

And here I bad impoſed /ilence to my penne , andinfuſed a period to. 
this my Epiſtle had not the degnitie of your places the quality of your ins- 
Ploxyments , the nature of the time, audth: conſideration that I am as 
Engliſhman, commaunded ms to inſert and annex theſe few lines by the 
way either of a ſupplement, or a poſt-ſcript. 

eAlthough 1 can adde nothing to your affettion and care, for the good 
of ony Conntry, yet gine me leaue ( 1 beſecch you) to ſubſtratt this | wn 
ne owne fideltie and: zeal. | 

I That you be carefull. that your warres (both by ſea and land) be 

Plentifully tored with money, powder and ſhot, which ind:ed is the veignes 
and Arteries, the ſinewes and ſaule of warre.. 
2 That youcrye dowre all gold and filutr Lace, and all filkes, Vel- 
wets, and T affities, andcri vp woole cloath, and blacke (Cir afſes and 
Corſlets inſteed: thereof, that thereby England as a blacks and diſmall 
cloud, meay looke nrre martall and terrible to our Enimies. 

3 Thatour Engliſh Romaniſts may be taught cither to loue, or to 
feare England. 

4 That there be pronifion made , andeſpeciall cxre hal to ſecure his 
CAMaieſties Coaſts , Seas . and Subictt from the Ships of warre of Dan= 
kerke 44 Oftend, by whame otherwiſe they will be extream:ly indoma- 
ged and mfeſted. 

5 That by ſome who'ſoms Statute and Order, you cleanſe the (uties 
and Conntri, the Streets and bighwaies from all fort of Beggers, by pro= 


_— for their labour and rehefe , whereby muny huadred thouſand! - 
Chri 


is ſoules. will pray wnto God for his Mucſty, and to power 

drwne his bleſſings pon all your Deſignes aud L bours, whereby without 
dabt our Warres will. ſucceed and proſper the better.

relucent eyes of Gods molt ſacred Maicftic , who being the ſole Ar- 
chireor ,}and preſeruer both of Heauen and Earth, rulcsthat by his - 
preſence , this by his-prouidence , and both by his power; and that 
weeMen arenot by many thouſands degrees ſo great in his eyes , as 
the ſmalleſt Pyſmires are inours; who lookes ill-in our Deſignes - 
and Actions , ſometimes with approbation ; now with pitie , then 
with contempt, and anon with Choller and indignation,being aimlelfe 
the prime Preſident , the great Moderator , the mighty Councellor 
the eternall and euerlaſting Tehouah ; who can-and will giue Lawes 
to all the Kings and Princes of the earth , as they doe to Heir ſubjects 
by their ſubordinate, and yet tranſcendent power ,- drawne from his 
moſt ſacred* Maicſtie of Heauen , as the Starres who aually deriue 
their light , and borrow their luſtre from the refulgent beames,, and - 
glorious body of the Sun. . , 
And as this great God ſeated inhis Ceeleſtiall throne of Glory; .

with ir, whome although heauen had purified and deuefted offhis 
Earthly paſſions, yet ſuch was this young prince, his never dying 
zealeto England: ever living glory that his Highneſle could not re- 
fraine from looking red with anger , and pale wich feare , at the re- 
portand knowledge thereof. They conſult hereon. and hold it both 
expedient and neceſſary to acquaint other Engliſh Princes herewith, 
eſpecually thoſe whome they knew Rood deeply and ſincerely affe. 
&edto England. So Prince Femy acquaints his Mother Queene
